Miss Besse Pank hur.st, much good to 
the com m unity arid to the schools of 
N orth Dix on has been accomplished. 
Interview ing our primary teachers, 
Mrs. Agnes Holbrook and Miss C. E. 
i'ra tt, as to the value of this training 
before pupils come to the prim ary 
grade, these ladies unreservedly speak 
strongly in its favor. 
Mrs. I Told brook ’s statem ents are as 
follows: 
“ These children are 
more 
orderly th a n those not 
having this 
training because of the discipline of 
the k indergarten. 
From the s ta r t in 
my room, ttiey obey 
better. 
T his 
work hits proved a wonderful help in 
; the way of m anners, in their consider­ 
ation of each other's rights and, in 
, fact, in a general unselfishness. When 
they tak e up the work in my room, 
they show better powers of a tte ntion 
and concentration. 
Their ability to 
tit In with the regular routine of work 
is m ark ed.” 
Miss P r a tt has noted, in addition 
th a t th e transition from the life of 
home and k indergarten to the school 
i life of th e prim ary 
grade Is more 
i gradual and natural when children 
! have had real k indergarten work ; th a t 
the child lias been ta ug h t to carry out 
the. m ental concept by the action of 
th e hand; th a t intelligence has devel ­ 
oped through sense and hand; th a t 
hand training has created interest— 
not forced but voluntary ; and, finally , 
th a t by doing things a fuller person­ 
ality has been developed in the child. 
T h e question is y et ask ed by many : 
" W h a t is th e k indergarten and w hat 
is 
Its 
sphere?” 
The 
word 
is G erm an and means, literally tra ns­ 
lated, children garden, i. e., a place 
where th e best conditions are pro­ 
vided for th e natural and complete 
developm ent of children. 
Froebel, 
who 
started 
the 
tirst 
k indergarten in 
1840, ex pressed the 
greatest satisfaction when tie hit upon 
th e name, as it seemed to him to con­ 
vey just th e idea which had gradually 
been formed in his uiind. 
T h e k indergarten is not essentially 
a school and those who have the care 
of the children are not teachers, hut 
educators or k indergartners. 
The 
natural activity and 
love of play in 
th e children are rath e r encouraged 
th a n repressed; but this self activity 
is directed in such a way th a t the 
children are 
unconsciously forming 
habits of body and mind which are the 
foundations of education. 
Mak ing mud pies in th e stre e t is a 
tim e-honored occupation 
of 
great 
value, and the k indergarten gives th e 
children th e same and even greater 
delight through its sand table and Its 
clay . 
T h e same instincts which lead | 
children to brave th e m oth er’s dis­ 
pleasures over soiled clothes are given 
full play in the k indergarten, w ith j 
suitable implements and m aterial as j 
well as safe and wholesome surround* 
ings, undlresults in m other's pleasure 
instead of her frowns. 


Here p ay is recognized and ex alted 
and not put under th e ban as it is in 
m any homes. 
Here th e individual 
preferencesjandjdispositions of all are 
respected, 
every good 
impulse 
is 
streng th ened and 
every 
bad 
one 
th w arte d as much as possible, and an 
atmospherefof love and m utual help­ 
fulness continually 
surrounds 
the 
children. 
If it is play , it is play w ith 
a new|meaning. 


Being a place where so much is done 
for the child; especial care is ta k en to 
guard against the » growth of'seltish- 
noss. 
His play , directed so 
th a t 
it 
produces 
some 
of 
th e 
resultsioffwork , is used to enable him 
to bring pleasure to the hearts of 
others, for the little articles he is 
taught to mak e, crude though they 
mav be, are for the presents for his 
home friends lor k indegarten mates, 
rai her thanifor himself. 


T he true underly ing principle of the 
k indergarten is th is,- to inspire th e 
individual mind with tw o m aster pas 
sions, one for the k nowledge and' th e 
other for th e beautiful and true. 
T h e 
first ofithese leads t he y oung child to 
observe and think for himself, and 
from this comes the desire to do. th a t 
is, to produce in some visible form 
som ething which will show th e results 
Of his m ental processes. These results 
are som ething surprising. 


T he second of these sentim ents calls 
into activity that p art of th e complex 
hum an being which we call th e heart, 
and prepares the child for the higher 
pleasures of life. 
But there is still more th a n this in 
the k indergarten idea. 
For while it 
is ttie high privilege of the 
k inder- 
gartner to watch and control th e de­ 


velopment of the inner nature of tne 
child, it is no Jess ner d uty to see th a t 
th e activities of his body are allowed 
their full and proper play . 
To this end occupations and games 
are added. 
While each of these has 
its deep Significance entirely ap art 
from their effect on th e body , it is 
true th a t they are* adm irably adapted 
to y ivc th e growing limbs and toug h ­ 
ening muscles of tfie children just ttie 
work they m ost need. 
From th e state m ents of our two 
prim ary teachers, and from th e testi 
mony of many thank ful parents, we 
tak e it, th a t our school board did a 
wise ttd ng when they instituted our 
public k indergarten. 
Clearly 
the 
work under sk illful and wise m anage­ 
m ent is not “superficial and uncom­ 
prehending.”

FATAL ACCIDENT AT ROCKFORD, j 


Two Men Buried in Cave-in Well, One 
is Killed. 


Chas. Bergman and Chas. Levahn 
were buried by the cave in of a well in 
Rock ford at 
one 
o’clock Thursday 
afternoon, and it was three hours 
later before 
rescuers were able to 
reach one of th e Imprisoned men. 
T h e accident which resulted in the 
d ea th of Levahn and the terrible im ­ 
prisonm ent of Bergman happened in 
this wise: 
T h e digging had progressed to a 
depth of tw enty -four 
feet through 
d irt and sand where rock was reached, 
and it was intended to drill about 
t w enty feet into the rock 
for water, 
which work had just been started. 
T h e accident was directly chargeable 
to a rath er careless sy stem of holding 
hack the d irt and sand until th e well 
should be curbed. 
As th e men pro­ 
gressed in th e ir digging, walls of inch 
boards were held in place by wagon 
tires. 
T he tires were not nailed in 
position as th e presure of th e sand 
w ith out was considered sufficient to 
hold them in place. T he hoards reach­ 
ed to w ithin six inches from the bot­ 
tom leaving a little space unrestrain­ 
ed. 
| 
L evahn went to the bottom of the 
well to a ttend to th e drill. 
H a ving 1 
com pleted it he stepped back , his heel 
caught th e bottom tire and pushed it 1 
down belown th e edge of th e boards. : 
T h e sand sta rted to come in around ' 
th e bottom s of th e boards, and s ud - 1 
denly the bottom boards collapsed, ! 
le tting 
in a deluge of sand which | 
buried him up to his k nees. 
Levahn called frantically for assist- ; 
ance and Chas. Bergman and Pontus 
Levahn sta rte d down th e ladder to 
reach him. 
T hey saw th e sand gradu­ 
ally tilling in around him and threw 
down to him the large rope which 
was attached to the windlass. 
| 
T h e falling of th e sand relieved the I 
pressure back of the hoards where , 
Bergman and P ontus Levahn were | 
standing on th e ladder. 
As the boards j 
no longer were forced 
against th e j 
tires th e iron bands tilted, fell side­ 
way s, and before th e men on th e ladder 
could realize th e danger of such a 
calam ity th e interior of th e well en­ 
tirely collapsed. 
T h e sand tilled the ex cavation and 
the heavy black d irt around 
th e sur­ 
face came in after it. 
Bergman was 
caug h t about his feet and before he 
could mak e a s t a r t up th e ladder, 
sand, boards and the iron tires wedged 
him in solidly , and the loose sand 
settled in over his head to a depth of 
five feet. 
W ith his hands he had k ept 
th e sand away from his nose and 
m outh, giving himself a little brea th ­ 
ing space, so th a t when reached three 
hours later he was alive. 
Levahn, 
however, who was several feet below 
him, was not reached until night, and 
of course was dead.
